Now that all doubt as to the election 


of Cleveland lins been removed, the 
great question which excites the curios- 
ity of the people and the anxiety of the 
politicians is whether or not there is to 
b»the "clean sweep" of .the public 
offices which the great mass of the Dem- 
ocrats ha^e fondly anticipated. There 
are thousands upon thousands of Demo- 
crats who have lor years been hunger- 
ing for office, 11 nd their rage will be un- 
bounded should Cleveland refuse to 
sanction a wholesale slaughter of tha 
present offine-holders. 
We are inclined 


to believe that he will disappoint this 
office-seeking class in his party. There 
are a number of prominent Democrats 
•who hove taken au advanced position 
in regard to the Civil Service, find who 
advocated the adoption of the Psndletoa 
Keform Bill. These may bo expected 
to uphold the President in an honest 
attempt to carry out the principles of 
that bill, however much lower grade 
Democratic politicians may complain. 


There are some popular errors in re- 


gard to the powers of the President in 
relation to thu public offices. The Pres- 
ident, in reality, shares his power of 
appointment to office with the United 
States Senate. The Constitution pro- 
vides that he shall make appointments 
"by and with the advico and consent of 
the Senate." The power of the Presi- 
dent to make arbitrary removals from 
office was a fruitful topic of debate in 
the early history of Congress, und some 
of the most eloquent speeches of Web- 
ster, Clay and Calhouu wore directed 
against this, as they doclurod, usurpa- 
tion of autuuiity. it became the puic- 
tice m Jackson's time, however, (or 
such removals to ba uiaou, and Con- 
gress gradually acquiesced in the ubtiao. 
The ovil practice continued unchecked 
until Andrew Johuaou began to remove 
officials appointed by Lincoln. 
This 


roused Congress into active opposition, 
and in 1867 the Tenure of Oflice Bill 
was passed over Johnson's veto. It 
still remains in effect. 
The Act pro- 


vides that no removal from office shall 
be uiudo, dunug'tho term for which the 
incumbent was appointed, save for mis- 
conduct, and by the consent and ap- 
proval of the Senate. It allows the 
President, when the Senate is not in 
session, to suspend au officer, but his 
successor appointed receives merely a 
commission which expires at the close 
of tte next session of the Senate. And 
unless the Senate approves the action 
of the President, and confirms a new 
nomination for tlie office, the suspended 
official resumes thu discharge of his 
duties. It will thus be Been that the 
President's power to make a "clean 
sweep" haii been greatly restricted. 
The Senate would probably confirm 
new appointments that he might make 
at the expiration of regular terms, but, 
with a Republican majoiity, it would 
scarcely consent to the summary re- 
moval of honest and capable Kepubli- 
cnn officials in, advance oi the expira- 
tion of the tm'in for which they were 
appointed. 
Many members of the Son- 
ate would be bound to resist, ns adher- 
ents of Civil Service Reform, nny buch 
arbitrary removals, aside from partisan 
motives. 


The great body of office holders are 


the Postmasters. The whole number 
of Postoffices is 50,491. Of these 81 
are first-class, 40.1 st'cond-class, and 1,- 
837 third-class. 
The remainder nre 


fourth-class, and pay tho incunideut 
less than $1,000 a year. There is little 
competition 
for 
fourth-class 
offices, 


most of them yielding comparatively in- 
significant commissions. Tho 
offices 


above the fourth-class are what are 
known as "Presidential," that is, ap- 
pointments to them are made by the 
Prosidont and confirmed by the Senate. 
These appointments are for a term of 
four years, and the present incumbents 
cannot be legally removed, save for 
misconduct or disability, until their 
terms expire. Postmasters of the fourth- 
class ore appointed by the Postmaster- 
Geueral, and arc subject to removal at 
any time. 
The safety of the small-fry 


Postmasters will depend upon their own 
conduct and upon the views of ths next 
Postmaster-General in regard to Civil 
Service Reform. 


Henclricks is iti favor of Civil Service 


reform on the Andrew Jackson plan. 
AH know what that is. It consists iu 
"firing out" everybody who is not an 
adherent of the dominant party, and 
filling 
the vacancies with 
political 


friends. This is the kind of reform to 
find favor with the Democracy. 
If 


Cleveland U honest iu his professions, 
he and Hendricks hold diametrically 
opposite views on the Civil Service. 
Andrew Jackson removed hundreds of 
office holders during the first six months 
of hia administration, and that is what 
Hendrioks would undoubtedly do if h» 
had the chance. There is a yery pretty 
quarrel breeding in the Democratic 
camp, unless the Bee is greatly mis- 
taken.—Sac. Bea.

when elected, be an inhabitant of the 
State for which he shall be chosen. 


It is thus evident that residence in the 


State, previous to the time of holdin 
the election, is uot essential. Thasame 
is true ot candidate for Congress. 


In the Northern States Mr. Cleveland 


has au aggregate plurality of nearly 
12,000, while Mr. Elaine's aggregate 
plurality is nearly 354,000. In 
the 


Solid South Cleveland's plurality is 
over 410,000, and might have been as 
much tuore if the counters had not be- 
come weary. 


"The Senate," remarks the Baltimore 


American, "will probably tot confirm 
any appointment that would open the 
door to the broom brigade (th« 'clean- 
sweepers') and break down all that has 
been gained by tho civil service re- 
form."

WASHINGTON 


[From Our Regular Correspondent.] 


WASHINGTON, November 18th, '81. 
Now that the dust of tho Presidential 


contest has Bottled, official work has 
been resumed in Washington. Every 
member of the Cabinet, and every im- 
portant head of bureau is at present in 
the city. They are busy getting up 
their reports to bo submitted to Con- 
gress. 


There is nmch depression over the 


result of tho election, but there is also 
confident belief that the Republican 
party will prove true to its grand past, 
that it will increase iu strength with 
tho coming years, and that in 1888 it 
\\ill again be called to power. 


President Arthur intends to devots 


his time between now and the reassam- 
bling of Cougrehs partly to cleaning up 
his appointment docket. He has just 
now made an important Pension 
office 


appointment, that of Mr. Clarke to be 
Commissioner. His next move will be 
to select and appoint a Commibsioner 
of Labor Statistics. There are now fifty 
letters of application for this place, 
many of them well endorsed. 
The 


President is t,o cautious in making 
selections for office that it would be 
unsafe for rue to venture a prediction us 
to who will be appointed. 


There is any amount of talk here as 


to what Cleveland will do in regard to 
the civil service law, and tho drift of 
opinion is, that, although his intentions 
may be to enforce the inles, he will not 
ba strong enough to blockade the path 
of the hungry horde of office grabbers 
which is already howling around Wash- 
ington. Excellence leminds one that 
whenever and •wherever the Democrats 
have gained political ascendancy, they 
have made a clean swoop of Republi- 
cans, and havs filled their places with 
Democrats. 
Thera is no reason to be- 


lieve that Democrats of to-day will be 
different from Democrats of last year, 
Yes, the rush for spoils may be said to 
have begun.
